Contact our 
Representatives for details about obtaining the Travel Cash 
Wallets prepared for Globus & Cosmos tour members by 
Corporate Foreign Exchange plc. Information about this service 
is also contained in your documents under the heading Helpful 
Hints and Information. 


Joining Your Tour 


On the day you are leaving London at the start of your tour 
please leave your main luggage outside your bedroom door for 
collection by the porters at least one hour before departure. 
Departure times are clearly listed on the notice boards in the 
lobby. 


Please make sure your luggage is clearly labelled with your name 
and FULL tour reference (tour letters or numbers and date code 
number). Keep your hand luggage with you. The meeting point 
for your tour will be in the main lobby of the hotel. An announce- 
ment will be made when the coach is ready to board.

Optional Excursions 


Optional excursions should be booked in advance with our 
Representatives the day before where possible. Please book 
early to avoid disappointment. All excursions are subject to 
sufficient demand. Please check departure times from your 
hotel and be ready in the lobby 5 minutes before. Payment 
may be made in cash or travelers checks or with Visa, 
Mastercard or American Express and all charges are in US 
dollars. Theater excursions may also be booked with your 
Tour Director for your evening of return to London but make 
sure your choice is available on your day of return. If your 
tour ends on the continent you will have to participate 
before you leave London. 


All excursions include transportation, and start from and 
return to your hotel. They are escorted by registered London 
guides (unless otherwise advised) and many excursions 
operate on our double-decker sightseeing coaches.

If you are entitled to an included Morning city sightseeing 
excursion please contact our Representatives on the day of 
arrival to confirm your booking and the departure time. 


If you are not entitled to an included Morning city 
sightseeing excursion, you may still book this as an optional 
excursion On any morning of your choice - please make a 
reservation as early as possible to avoid disappointment.

USEFUL INFORMATION 


London’s Transport 


London’s Underground (Tube) and bus system is very easy to 
use. Our Representatives will be happy to help you find the 
easiest route to wherever you may want to go. A one-day 
travelcard for zones 1&2, costing £3.80 and valid from 
9:30am, may be purchased at any underground station. 
However, if you wish to take a taxi, we strongly advise that you 
only use the distinctive London cabs. These can be hired by 
hailing them in the street. When a taxi’s yellow “For Hire” sign 
is lit, it means that it is free to take passengers. A meter inside 
registers the fare you will pay, this includes travel for up to 4 
persons. It is usual practice to add a tip for the driver of 
around 10%. The average cost of a taxi journey in central 
London is about £9.50. 


Theater Tickets 


We operate a theater ticket service at the Novotel hotel and 
this is available Monday - Saturday 10:00am - 6:00pm. Please 
ask for details of the special offers at discounted prices. 
Tickets are issued subject to availability of the performance of 
your choice, and must be paid for at the time of booking. 
Please contact the Hall Porter for tickets at other hotels. 


Shopping 


London’s West End department stores generally open from 
9:30am - 6:00pm (some later) Monday to Saturday, and some 
also open on Sundays. Most stores open late on Thursday 
nights, until 8:00pm. Knightsbridge stores (including Harrods) 
open 10:00am - 6:00pm. on Mondays, Tuesdays and Saturdays 
and 10:00am - 7:00pm Wednesdays - Fridays. 


Main shopping areas include: Oxford Street — a long street 
crowded with fashion shops and large department stores such 
as Marks and Spencers and Selfridges; nearby Bond Street for 
its exclusive, luxury goods; Regent Street with elegant stores 
such as Liberty’s and Burberry’s; for shops with a distinctly 
English flavor — head for Piccadilly and nearby Jermyn Street; 
Knightsbridge is the home of Harrods, the largest store in 
Europe. 


Banks 


Banks are closed on Saturdays, Sundays and Public Holidays 
(although a few do open on Saturday mornings). Generally, 
weekday opening hours are 9:30am - 5:00pm. There are 
24-hour currency exchange facilities at London's airports. If 
you need to change money when the banks are closed, you can 





do so at the cashier’s desk in your hotel or at an established 
travel agent or in the larger department stores. You are 
advised to avoid the bureaux de change on the high streets. 
The banks give you the best rate of exchange. BE SURE TO 
CHECK IN ADVANCE THE RATE OF EXCHANGE AND 
COMMISSION CHARGED. 


Postage 


The cost of sending a postcard overseas is 37 pence and 43 
pence for a letter. Most hotels have stamp machines and post 
boxes. 


Luggage 


Hotel porterage for one main piece of luggage per person is 
included in your tour price. You are advised to carefully study 
the explanations about luggage size and weight, which may be 
taken on tour. Wheeled carry-on luggage is unsuitable for use 
on board the motorcoach. 


Homebound Airport Transfers 


If your Tour Member Certificate entitles you to an airport transfer 
(the voucher will clearly indicate your flight details for which 
transfers will be provided) please check the hotel noticeboards 
on your return to London for details of the time of your 
transfer. You will also need to collect special color-coded tags 
to identify which airport and terminal your flight leaves from. 
Write your flight number and time of departure FROM YOUR 
HOTEL on each label, and attach a label to each main piece of 
luggage. Leave your luggage outside your room one hour 
before departure time. Meet in the lobby 15 minutes before 
departure and an announcement will be made when the coach 
is ready to board. Please ensure you have your Tour Member 
Certificate ready and ensure you see your luggage onto the 
coach. If you are NOT entitled to an airport transfer please 
advise your Representative BEFORE you leave on tour, they 
may be able to assist you. Representatives are not permitted 
to board any clients not entitled to a transfer as this may result 
in the coach being overbooked at the next hotel pick-up.
